London set forth his views. It appears that this 
communicatma. together with one in a similar tone 
from High Conanjssinner Ferguson, sent to the British 
Board of Trade. has been passed on to the authorities 
at Moscow. The net result of this procedure, in Mr. 
Ferguson's opinion, will he an interminable delay m 
reaching a settlement-of this complicated and delicate 
point, indeed, the High Commissioner fears ma¬ 
noeuvring with the object of defeating Canada's claim 
for which Article 21 of the treaty furnishes the 
foundation. 

Canada has everything to gain by pressing this 
‘.point of lumber sales to Gry^t Britain to the fullest 
/xtent. But apart from fh« pruW^oi indention of the 
cost of delivering this preface's ludfcer to the British 
market, which is a good deal higlieHthan the price 
nt which Russia and her uerthern European neighbors 
can deliver it.The position of Great Britain in respect 
lof her general trade relation. will Soviet Russia 
has to be considered. Russian orders for some lime 
grave been keeping several thousands of British work¬ 
men in employment and there doe, *not seem to be any 
^disposition to interfere with this much-needed indus¬ 
trial activity. Back of Britain's reluctance to act 
^hastily in the matter of lumber imports, of course, 
is the knowledge the! any policy of economic discrim¬ 
ination she may institute' against Russia would be 
followed by the diversion by Mokow of orders for 
.machinery and other commodities in which Britain 
and Germany arc in keen competition to Germany. 

There is still anoth r factor, and it is a formid¬ 
able one. in Anglo-Ru- i - relations which to a very 
considerable extent will influence Britain's commercial 
policy towards the-Som Liwnn. Maxun Lirvmoff, 
.Soviet Commissar tor Foreign Affairs, is now on his 
-way to the United Stales., the chief purpose of whose 
visit is United States recognition of the Moscow gov¬ 
ernment—and the cstsbliduaent of trade relations on 
the basii of long-term credits. Time will tell how 
successW the Ru«rsn envoy will be; but Litvinoff 
is shrewd negotiator and the United States is look¬ 


ing for new business. It is perhaps natural, therefore, 
that Great Britain should hesitate to tell Russia her 
lumber is not welcome in the British market because 
Canada says its importation violates Article 1 1 of the 
Canada-United Kingdom treaty, for British industry, 
already racing with that of Germany to supply Rus¬ 
sia's needs, will not desire to compete with that of 
the United States at a disadvantage, such as the 
British government's discrimination with respect to 
lumber might well impose.

When our contemporary suggests that a referen¬ 
dum taken on state health insurance would be defeated 
ten to one it is indulging in a generality which im¬ 
plies that it has not given adequate consideration to 
the subject. If it will consult the report presented 
by the Royal Commission on state health insurance 
a year or so ago—this body yeas appointed by the 
Tolmie government—it will find this concluding 
paragraph: 

After entering upon as exhaustive p study at 
this problem as he# been possible In the limited 
tune at our disposal, wo finish our labor* and 
emerge from our inquiry with the fallowing con¬ 
clusion* definitely established from the evidence: 
Without health, and the means of preserving it, tho 
usefulness at humen Ills Is seriously Impaired, end. 
apart from tho unhappiness morbidity Inflicts upon 
toe individual, an Indirect, but nevertheless trench¬ 
ant economical lose le Imposed upon tbe com- 
a,unity the moment earning-power le Injured. 
With the development, side by side with curative 
mesa urea, of e elckneee-preventlve aervlce, an Ideal 
system will be eet up for the effectual hendUng 
of whet may be properly described ee the greatest 
benefit to mankind—the maintenance of good 
health. In- this direction also Ilea the solution In 
e very large measure of the problem surrounding 
the present end constantly Increasing unsatisfactory 
condition of hospital finance, which, to eey tbe 
lrest. Is an appalling spe ct a c le In an Institution so 
vital to the health end well-being of tbe public. 

The member, of the Royal Commission, in recom¬ 
mending the early establishment of a suitable com¬ 
pulsory health insurance plan, including maternity 
benefits, declared they were "thoroughly imbued with 
the momentous and incalculable beneficial effecta 
which kindred schemes in the Old World are produc¬ 
ing in alleviating for the poorer classes the dread 
incubus of sickness costs, thereby reducing premature 
mortality, and rawing the general standard of health 
among the masses." It surely will not be seriously 
argued that a scheme calculated to produce results 
such as the Commission's report describes would be 
defeated ten to one. 

It will be recalled that hospital financing oc¬ 
cupied a good deal of attention from the Commission 
and one of its conclusions was that in such a scheme 
lies the solution in large measure of "the present and 
constantly increasing unsatisfactory condition of hos¬ 
pital financing ... an appalling spectacle in an in¬ 
stitution so vital to the health and well-being of the 
public.” ft is well known, of course, and the Com¬ 
mission found it so, that practically avery hospital 
in British Columbia is carrying on from hand-to- 
mouth, ablo to survive only by public grants and 
private donations, the cause being the inability to 
collect any of the cost of treatment from a large 
proportion of patients; fifty per cent of the bills pay- 
able to the hospitals, the report says, can not bo 
collected. At the Commission remarks, if a hospital 
could select its risks—obviously an unthinkable thing 
—the handicap would not exist. But as conditions 
are they constitute the roost disquieting feature about 
hospital management 

It is clear that provincial taxpayers are contribut¬ 
ing large amounts annually to nuke up for patients 
who can not pay, whereas if hospital treatment was 
provided for by a compulsory health insurance plan, 
the financing of -these institutions would cease to be 
a nightmare to their governing boards, and the tax¬ 
payers* load would be materially reduced. The way 
-i to insure the establishment of a scheme of state health 
* insurance, therefore, i* to see that Liberals head the 
poll where voting takes place to-morrow.

THE TRUT H ABO UT RUSSIA 

By A. BRODIE SANDERS 


Tha Colonist repeat* th* assertion 
that 'there la an indistinguishable 
(Utterance between the tenets of the 
C.C.F. and Communlam " 

The doctrine of Communlam la that 
In the collapse of the profit system, 
now plainly Inevitable, events should 
be left to follow their evolutionary 
course until. In the chaos of the 
revolutionary era ultimately arising, 
the exploited masses establish a pro¬ 
letarian dictatorship. It is In fact a 
doctrine of fatallam. 

The CjCT.. on the contrary, main¬ 
tains that as intelligent beings we 
should, while there Is. yet time, put 
our house in order aod win security 
by arranging for the equitable distri¬ 
bution of the goods that we can now 
rapidly produce In almost incredible 
abundance. It further asserts that the 
ntoeanary reforms can and should be 
obtained by peaceable means, and that 
among a democratic people like our- 
selves. the will of the people must 
ultimately prevail. As Abraham Lin¬ 
coln stated in h!a inaugural address. 
“This country with tts institutions 
belongs to the people who inhabit It. 
Whenever they grow weary of the 
existing government, they can exerclea 
their constitutional right of amending 
it. or their revolutionary right to dis¬ 
member or overthrow lt.‘* Magna 
. Charts, the Bill of Right*, the B N A. 
Act and the Declaration of Independ¬ 
ence are all Instance* of revolutionary 
change by proper and peaceful methods. 
Our ignorant critics confuse this 
fundamental distinction of principles 
with the subject of economic plan¬ 
ning. now advocated widely, and hav/>' 
lng no connection whatever with Coth- 
munlsm as such. Thus. Professor 
I Hanson of the faculty of economics 
in the University of Minnesota states: 

I “Roosevelt's policy points quite rightly 
to the conclusion that ah autocratic 
, planned economy such as Russia's has 
no inherent relation to Communism as 
such. Such a regime Is quite aa feaa- 
I ible under a system of private pro-i 
i perty and capitalism." The C.C.F. as¬ 
serts that satisfactory results are un¬ 
attainable in the Us.A. owing to the i 
. inherent defects of the capitalist sya- 
l tern, and thia view ie corroborated by 
the evidence eo far available. It Is. In 
I fact, frankly admitted that even If the 
' prosperity of the period 1026-1920 could 
| be regained, not leaa than eight mll- 
| lion workers would remain unem- 
• ployed owing to recent improvements 
in machinery, aa compared with the 
figure of five million unemployed in 
I IMS. 

The Colonist asserts that economic 
planning has also failed in Russia. 
That assertion, even If correct, would I 
| not condemn planning elsewhere, for | 


has since IMS advanced from fifth to 
second place. Her peroentage for 192S 
was 4.7. and for 1932 was 142. over¬ 
taking Orest Britain, which now hag 
112. Oermany 3 9 and Pranoe 7. 

As the Westminster Bank remarks, 
“Russia ha* made a striking advance, 
and on the basis of the official figures, 
now ranks as the second Industrial 
nation." The advance “has been con¬ 
tinuous In Russia,** and In Russia 
alone. Further. Russia, and Russia 
alone. Is able to find work for all, and 
has no unemployment problem 

I would next quote the testimony of 
M. Harriot, famous French Foreign 
Minister, ae quoted In the London 
Times. Sept. SI. 1933. **M. Harriot 

describes his experiences in his recent 
tour of Russia as follows: The people 
were making a prodigious sffort He 
had especially noted great educational 
efforts. He had seen wonderful towns, 
such as Harkoff. which be considered 
one of the finest in Europe. The town- 
planning of Harkoff might sene as a 
model to sny country. In the Ukraine, 
which had been reported is suffering 
from a grain scarcity, be had seen 
nothing but ptogpegHy, though he wan 
taken at his own request to the re¬ 
ported famine arses. Speaking dispas¬ 
sionately he considered that Soviet 
Russia was on the way to prosperity 
comparable With that of the VBA. 
The country had equipment, rtf 
materials and men. khd wae adapting 
them to.Its needs.” 

Wall Streets leading Journal. "The 
Annalist." admits that Russia is now 
becoming efficient, and will be a 
serious rival in world markets. Mr. 
Sherover. In "Current History." states: 
“Under the first flve-yeer plan. Russia 
more than doubled her industrial pro¬ 
duction. and rose from fifth to second 
place In Industrial output among tha 
nations of the world. She maintains 
an unblemished record for punctual 
payment of her oredlts.'* 

Mr Orlffin. in “The Soviet Been# 
1 1932). states: “In considering Soviet 
social and economic achievements It la 
necessary to remember that these have 
been built up. not merely on C basis 
of backward, almost illiterate citizen¬ 
ship. but In the immediate wake n t 
revolution, civil war, famine and hard¬ 
ship. History shows that the American 
Civil War wrecked the Southern States 
for a long generation. If they have ever 
irally recovered, and that it was a long 
time before the United .States, gener¬ 
ally, was sble to gird up its loins for 
Its subsequent development. But In 
Russia there has been the actual Im¬ 
mediate setting up of a new social 
system and of a policy of industrial
